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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments have been fully considered 
but ar not persuasive. Applicant argues that A) Morita does not disclose a carry propagation adder signal; B) Morita does not disclose 
shifting between carry save adder 37 and carry propagation adder 39; and C) that carry save adder 37 is not the same as second full 
adder 67. 

With respect to to argument A) Morita discloses in fig. 2(A) the output of the carry save adder being input into the carry propagation adder, 
thus a carry propagation signal. The claim does not provide further limitations as to the carry propagation adder signal as claimed. 

With respect to argument B) the fact the Morita does not disclose shifting between carry save adder 37 and carry propagation adder 39 is 
moot, as this limitation is not recited in claim 16. 

With respect to argument C) carry save adder 37 is not the same as second full adder 67. However, the carry save adders shown in 
Morita are comprised of two full adder units. Thus first and second full adder units are performing carry save addition. Morita discloses a 
different adder, carry propagation adder 39, performing the carry propagation addition. Although, not being the same second adder as 
used in the carry save addition, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to utilize the carry 
propagation adder or any other type of full adder to achieve the same result. 

The previous obiousness-type double patenting of claim 16 over claim 56 of the application 10/736,832 is maintained as claim 56 of the 
copending applincation has been withdrawn, and not cancelled in the prosecution of the '832 application. 

Claims 1-15 and 17-22 are allowed.
